LONDON, May 11-^The 
high courts have decided that it is 
ths privilege of a working man to 
work aa long hours an he pleases, 
union rules notwithstanding. 
Samuel Blackall sought an injunc- 
tion against the National Union of 
Foundry Workers of Great Britain, 
restraining them from expelling him 
from the union. 
Blackall worked three-quarters of 
an hour overtime in order to finish a 
job. He did not charge for his o\ er- 
iime, but the local branch of the un-on 
decided that he had broken a by-law 
against -working overtime and fined 
Blackall. He lefused to pay the fine 
or to pay contributions to the union 
unt.l the fine was remitted. Finally 
the union expelled him under a ?ule 
that no member should be more than 
twenty weeks in arrears In dues. 
Justice Coleridge, of the 
King's 
Bench, decided in favor of Blackall 
and issued a restraining order. He 
found that Blackall had not been 
given notice of the meeting- in which 
he -?"as ordered fined and had no op- 
portunity of offering a defense 
' The 
decision was. in fact, a sentence of in- 
dustrial death upon the plaintiff." thfj 
justice said. "His whole cnancc of 
jrettms: a living was taken away from 
him."i observe that the members of xMs 
union address each other as "brother ' 
It would be well. I think if they vould 
drop that form o* appellation «till 
thev learn what constitutes the ele- 
ments of brotherhood between man 
and man."

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HE biggest photograph ever'made will be 
printed soon on the sheer side of America's 
famous "Stone Mountain," a hump of gran- 


ite a mile high rising from a flat plain fourteen 
miles from Atlanta, Ga.' 


It will be printed exactly as a. photographer' 


, In his dark-room 'prints a picture on a piece of 
sensitized paper. 
The side of the mountain will 


be the piece of paper. It will be sensitized with 
chemicals; At a distance of seven hundred feet. 
away on the flat plain/will be stationed a nugo 
projecting machine. Gutzon Bond urn,'the sculp- 
tor, will stand at the machine and throw his pic- 
ture on the mountaSr.-side, v.'hsre the chemicals 
will retain the impression on the soiid rock. Night 
will be Borglum's dark-room.--^ . 


When the picture on the mountain is finished. 


It will be .two hundred and twenty feet long and 
one hundre*'d and ten feet high, and in it will be 
more than one. thousand figures, each eighty-five 
feet high. Yet it will be printed by exactly the 
fame process a photographer uses when he turns 
cut your photograph in his studio. 


The purpose-of printing this_hugc photograph 


«n the rock is to provide a working model for the 
memorial to the Confederacy which, Mr. Borglum 
ind his men will carve out of the granite cliff. 
With hammers and chisels they will cut in relief 
the figures that are flat in the photograph. 


The completed memorial itself will be one.of 


the-most stupendous in the world. It will show 
the Confederate Army—cavalry, guns, infantry— 
on the march around the mountain-side, led by 
Gen. Robert E. Lea and Jefferson Davis, Presi- 
dent of the Confederacy. ; 


The huge figures will 'be visible for miles. 


They will make a work of sculpture which will 
rival the famous Sphinx of Egypt and dwarf the 
pyramids.

full swing again and Mr. Borglum intends to start 
carving in the next few months, as soon as his 
photograph on the cliff is finished. 


Stone Mountain is a freak of nature. Seen 


from the skyscrapers of Atlanta, it is like a giant 
bump in the farmlands to the east of the city. 
As one gets closer to it, one sees that the mount- 
ain slopes to the plain on three sides, but that 
its northern face is a clift almost perpendicular. 


The mountain contains countless tons of gran- 


ite. On the sloping- sides this has been mined^ 
for years. 
Granite from Stone Mountain was' 


used to build the. Capitol of Rhode- Island, and 
many other public buildings throughout the coun- 
try, liut the mountain is so big that granite, can 
be mined for years and the surface will scarcely 
be scratched.

' The Venable family, which owns the 


.mountain, donated the sheer'side of it .to 
the 
Confederate 
Memorial 
Association. 


There is no vegetation whatever on tlfis 
side. It is j'ust a steep scarp, only slightly 
corroded" by the rains,, and -winds 'of cen- 
turies. The precipice can neither be climbed 
nor descended fay man except for a short

Once the outline of- 
the figures was-traced on the mountain-side 
from small sketches Mr- Borglum would make 
in his studio, men could be lowered down the 
cliff by cables and elevators. ' They would be 
armed with cutting tools, .dynamite, blasts and 
anything else that was necessary. 


*Mr. "Borglum's problem, however, was to 


•ret the figures- outlined. 
If he had himself 


lowered over the brink of the precipice, and 
with his own hand traced with paint t3ie figures 


'' as he wanted \hern, he would encounter two 


great difficulties. 
First, the task of tracing a 


thousand fiscres eighty-five feet high would be 
interminable. Second, he would lack perspec- 
tive. He would be so close to the face of the 
mountain he wouldn't know: what he was do-

He would have to have himself lowered 


to~th"e ground every now and then—a distance 
of three hundredjfeet—so that he could stand

plan. 
Many experiments were made.

was built at the foot of the mountain and the 
figures were outlined on a window in this sneu 
so that, when one looked through the -window, na 
could see the figures on the mountain .in the size 
they would be when carved. The light passing 
through the window spread out before it reached 
:he mountain and made,the figures as projected 
nuch larger than thev were in actuality. 


Mr. Borgluin's idea 'was to look through tms 


window and by means of telephones direct work- 
men on the mountain so that they would outline 
the figures accurately. Bat th'is, too, proved im- 
possibly cumbersome. 
At last Mr. Borglum hit on the photograpmc

"First," says Mr. Borglom, "I will 


determine by several'nignts' work the exact locr- 
tion for Gen..
